From Our Regular Corms (ton dent. 
~. C h ic too, March 26.—Tho Cook County 
Sunday School Convention held its an­ 
nual meeting iii Farwell Hall, February 
2T>th and 26th. 
* The aims and objects of the organiza­ 
tion are to increase the efficiency and 
BaefulneHS of all Sunday school instruc­ 
tors of evangelical faith, without regard 
to 
denomination, and to 
unite 
in 
christian sympathy, counsel and labor 
persons of different denominations in 
Sabbath sotxil work. 
To stimulate the 
organization of new schools, to increase 
the membership of schools already estab­ 
lished.’ 
The spiritual needs of Chicago show 
an alarming state of affairs. Iii the city, 
between the ages of G and 21, there 
are 186,(MXI,—while the total number 
of all ages which attend Sunday school 
is about 80,000. Less than 55,000 of this 
number ane in Protestant schools—with 
an average attendance of 45,000. This 
shows that over 80,000 are habitually out 
of Sunday school, and without any re­ 
ligious instruction whatever. According 
to tile report of the executive committee 
from which the above statistics arc taken 
the record of crime shows that during 
the past year, 6,755 persons wen' com­ 
mitted to the Bridewell, ami of this num­ 
ber under age there were 1,454, aud 2,- 
114 were 25 years of age, This is a sad 
commentary upon the efficiency of Sun­ 
day school work, uuder the present sys­ 
tem. 
Mr. W. B. Jacobs, the superintendent 
of Sunilay school work in the county, 
proposed that tile city should be divided 
in districts, and a monthly visitation l>e 
made to every family—inviting them to 
attend some evangelical church aud Sun­ 
day school. The visitors to be employ­ 
ed 
the association, and to visit such 
portions as cannot lie reached through the 
churches. 
He likewise earnestly advocated a spir­ 
it of unison and harmony among all Sab­ 
bath school 
workers engaged either 
by churches or the association, and the 
holding of monthly district meetings iii 
various parts of the city, to hear reports 
from visitors.’ 
It was shown that throughout the 
county a great progress had been made 
daring the past year, both rn attendance 
and in new Sunday school organizations. 
The statistical secretary gave the num­ 
ber of Sabbath schools in the city aud 
county as follows: City, 247; outside of 
city, 167; making a total of 414, of winch 
859 are evangelical. 
The salary of the sn penlite pdont was
